SUBJECT: DRAFT RESOLUTION FOR RWANDA

1. GIVEN THE PROGRESS MADE TOWARD IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
ARUSHA PEACE AGREEMENT, MISSION SHOULD URGE SECURITY 
COUNCIL MEMBERS TO CONTINUE THE MANDATE OF UN AMIR AND TO 
SEEK A RESOLUTION WHICH REAFFIRMS THE APPROVAL OF THE 
SYG'S RECOMMENDATION TO PROCEED WITH THE PLAN CALLED FOR 
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IN HIS PREVIOUS REPORT. USUN IS AUTHORIZED TO CONSULT 
WITH MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL ON THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION BELOW. FINAL TEXT SHOULD INCORPORATE THE BASIC 
ELEMENTS OF THE USG TEXT. USUN IS ALSO REQUESTED TO 
INFORM MEMBER STATES INFORMALLY THAT WE REMAIN CONCERNED 
ABOUT PEACEKEEPING COSTS AND HOPE THE SECRETARY -GENERAL 
WILL CONTINUE TO LOOK FOR WAYS TO REDUCE COSTS AND MAKE 
ECONOMIES, WITHOUT THEREBY AFFECTING THE CAPACITY OF 
UN AMIR TO CARRY OUT ITS MANDATE. TEXT OF DRAFT RESOLUTION 
FOLLOWS . 

2. THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

A) REAFFIRMING ITS RESOLUTION 872 OF 5 OCTOBER (1993) AND 
ALL SUBSEQUENT RESOLUTIONS RELATED TO THE CONFLICT IN 
RWANDA, 

B) HAVING CONSIDERED THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY -GENERAL 
OF 30 DECEMBER 1993 (S/26927) , AS WELL AS IS PREVIOUS 
REPORT OF 24 SEPTEMBER 1993 (S/26488 AND ADD. 1) , 
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C) TAKING NOTE OF THE PROGRESS MADE IN IMPLEMENTING THE 
ARUSHA PEACE AGREEMENT, 

D) WELCOMING THE VALUABLE CONTRIBUTION TO PEACE MADE SO 
FAR IN RWANDA BY THE UNITED NATIONS ASSISTANCE MISSION FOR 
RWANDA (UNAMIR) , 

E) NOTING WITH CONCERN THE OUTBREAKS OF VIOLENCE IN BOTH 
RWANDA AND NEIGHBORING BURUNDI, AND CALLING ON ALL IN THE 
REGION TO RE-DEDICATE THEMSELVES TO PEACE, 

F) REAFFIRMS ITS APPROVAL OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL'S 
RECOMMENDATION TO PROCEED WITH THE IMPLEMENTATION PLAN FOR 
NAMIR AS OUTLINED IN THE PREVIOUS REPORT (S/26488), 
INCLUDING THE EARLY DEPLOYMENT OF TE SECOND CONTINGENT TO 
THE DEMILITARIZED ZONE; 

G) STRONGLY URGES THE PARTIES TO ESTABLISH A TRANSITIONAL 
GOVERNMENT AND TRANSITIONAL INSTITUTIONS AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE AND TO IMPLEMENT OTHER RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF THE 
AGREEMENT; 

H) WELCOMES THE EFFORTS BY THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND HIS 
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SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE TO HELP PROMOTE AND ENHANCE A 
DIALOGUE ; 

I) THANKS THOSE MEMBER STATES, UNITED NATIONS AGENCIES AND 
NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS WHICH HAVE PROVIDED 
ECONOMIC, FINANCIAL, MILITARY AND HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE 
AND URGES OTHERS TO PROVIDE SUCH ASSISTANCE; 
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J) STRESSES THAT CONTINUED SUPPORT FOR UNAMIR WILL DEPEND 
PON THE PROMPT AND FULL IMPLEMENTATION BY THE PARTIES OF 
THE ARUSHA AGREEMENT IN PARTICULAR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT AND TRANSITIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

K) REITERATES ITS REQUEST TO THE SECRETARY -GENERAL TO 
CONTINUE TO MONITOR THE SIZE AND COST OF UNAMIR TO SEEK 
ECONOMIES. 

L) DECIDES TO REMAIN ACTIVELY SEIZED OF THE MATTER. END
